REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose a process of extracting oxygenates from a hydrocarbon stream by 
feeding separately methanol and water in an extraction step. 

Becker (DE 1991 1910 Al) discloses a process for separating oxygenates from a 
hydrocarbon feed by utilizing a solvent mixture comprising water and methanol. Becker does 
not disclose methanol and water are separately added to the extractive column. 

Applicants have shown that a better result is obtained when adding methanol and water 
separately compared adding methanol and water as a mixture.
